Milk  production  and  distribution*. 

The  responaihilities  of  the  Council  under  the  various,  provisions  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  have  hecn  caiaicd  out  d-uring  the  year.  Forty  one.

There,  is  one  manufacturer  of  Ice-cream  in  the  district.  The  bacteriological 
and  other  reports  have  been  consistently  good,  during  the  year. 

7*  Food  Hygiene  Re^culiitl 


135  visits  have  been  ma.de  to  various  food  preriiscs  under  the  provisions  of 
these  E  gulations  during  the  year. 

The  deficiencies  found  and  remedied  are  annotn.ted  in  the  table  dealing  with 
food  premises  in  the  district,  which  precedes  this  comment. 

10.  Refuse  and  Salvage  Collections. 

( Collection  of  household  refuse. 

The  collecting  schedules  for  each  parish  have  remained,  unaltered  during 
the  y)ar.  The  more  densely  populated  parishes  have  been  visited  v/eekly  and 
the  remainder  fortni^tly. 

The  ’kerbside*  system  of  collection  is  still  in  force.  Occasionally,  this 
system  is  objected  to  by  now  residents  in  the  district,  but  as  the  large  majority 
of  the  householders  accept  this  method  of  collection  in  preference  to  the  more 
expensive  ’ba.Gk-door’  collection,  these  objections  are  invariably  iiithdrawn. 

Special  arrangements  are  made  to  assist  the  cldoriy  and  infirm  with  their 
dustbins.  These  arrangements  are  normcally  carried  out  on  the  recorariK^ndation  of 
the  parish  Council  concL-med,  or  the  local  representative  on  the  district  council. 

The  labour  force  has  remained  at  seven  men  during  the  year.  The  average 
weekly  man-hours  ^ent  on  collection  and  diaposal  and  salvage  operations  vns 
45  against  the  National  Joint  Council’s  weekly  scale  of  44* 

3^0  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  in  connection 
v/ith  complaints  and  va.rious  matters  relating  to  the  service. 

35'  visits  have  been  made  in  connection  with  the  Hire  of  Dustbins  Scheme* 
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(."b')'  Disposal  of*  household  refijise. 

Tha  di^osal  of  household  refuse  has  been  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping 
at  Stratford  St*  Iviiry,  Chelinondiston  and  latterly  at  the  new  site  at  Station  Farm,  f 
Bentley*  The  amount  of  refuse  and  salvage  disposed  o.f  during  tho  year  was  approx¬ 
imately  4>040  tons,  as  conpared  TO.th  3>950  tons  in  1955  #  ^'^n  increase  of  110  tons#  j 
138  visits  have  been  made  to  tho  tips  for  vcurious  purposes  during  the  year#  j 
6  accummulations  of  miscellaneous  rubbish  have  also  been  removed  from  various ! 
parishes  during  tte  year#  i 

In  the  middle  of  the  year,  it  was  found  necessary  to  report,  to  the  Coimcil 
that:  for  a  number  of  reasons,  the  task  of  keeping  the  refuse  tips  in  the  manner  . 
recommonded  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  bccornrning  virtually  inpossible#  To 
illustrate;  one  of  the  j^roblems  confronting  the  Council  vraLS  the  ever-increasing  ^ 
volu^  of  refuse  to  bo  disposed  of  each  year#  In  1947?  the  first  year  of 
collection,  the  annual  tonnage  was  6OO  tons,  8  years  later  it  had  multiplied 
nearly  7'  times  to  3>930  tons.  The  aggravation  of  an  inadequate  labour  force 
also  contributed  to  the  problem#  It  was  finally  agreed  to  purchase,  a  mechanical  , 
aid;  that  is,  a  tractor,  with  the  necessxary  attachments  for  levelling  and 
covering  tho  refuse#  This  aid  has  been  in  operation  for  four  to  five  months 
noYT  and  already  it  has  proved  itself  to  be  the  answer  to  the  problem# 

C  c)  Vehicle  s« 

The  Council^ a  vehicles  have  remained  at  three  freigliters  (one  in  reserve)  1 
and  an  open  lorry  during  the  yf?.ar*  Except  for  the  usual  lun  of  repairs  and  1 

maintenance,  there  is  little  to  record#  The  average  miles  done  per  gallon  was 
7*1  and  the  average  miles  done  pcr  load  of  refuse  ma  l6#3#  These  figures  ^ 

conparc  favourably  Y/ith  tho  previous  years  at  7  Q-nd  16«4  roEpectively# 

( d )  Salvage  collections. 

Tho  folloving  table  shows  quite  clearly  that  the  collection  of  salvageable 
materials  in  the  district  has  maintained  its  high  Icvol  during  195^*  j 

The  amount  of  vmiste  paper  actually  sold  during  the  year  TOuld  have  been- 
much  higher  if  it  had  been  possible  for  the  Board  Mills  to  take  all  the  paper 
colleotod.  Unfortunately,  for  all,  it  was  found  necessary  to  submit  to  a 
*  quota®  system  during  the  latter  h^f  of  the  year#  As  a  result  of  this,  some¬ 
thing  like  25  tons  had  to  bo  burnt  or  duoped  into  the  tips  -  a  loss,  to  the  Council 
of  over  £125. 

It  is  hoped  that  next  year  vd.ll  see  the  end  of  this  wasteful  procedure.* 

It  should  be  recorded  that  the  continued  support  of  tho  householders,  shop¬ 
keepers,  farmers  aiid  occupiers  of  industrial  premises,  allied  to  tho  good  work 
of  the  refuse  collectors  has  made  this  year  one  of  the  best  recorded,  and  great 
credit  is  due  to  all  conceinaed  for  an  excellent  years  collection# 
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(<3-)  Salvage  collections  continued#

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  1956. 

Vital  Statistics:  The  estimated  population  remains  almost  stationary.  The 
Standardised  Birth  Rate  (17.92)  has  fallen  but  it  is  still  above  the  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  (l5.7)* 

Eight  children  under  the  age  of  one  died,  coii^ared  with  six  in  the  previous 
year.  This  has  caused  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  to  rise  from  26.2  to  34«63 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  Registrar  General  had  made  an  adjustment 
in  the  coii5)arabi.lity  footer  to  allov;  for  the  added  number  of  deaths  which  are 
included  in  our  returns  as  the  result  of  having  a  chronic  sick  hospital  for 
elderly  people  in  this  Rural  District,  As  a  result  the  Standardised  Death  Rate 
has  decreased  from  9*79  "to  8,38, 

Infectious  Diseases;  Two  cases  of  Paro.typhoid  Fever  occurred.  They  were  discovered 
during  a  routine  follow-up  by  the  Health  Department  of  contacts  of  a  case  that  had 
occurred  outside  this  Rural  District.  They  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  their 
families  advised  about  the  necessary  precautions  to  be  takien  to  avoid  the  spread 
of  infection.  As  a  result  a  mdespread  outbreak  of  this  disease  was  avoided. 

Pour  oa.ses  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred.  They  were  all  members  of  one  family. 

The  source  of  the  infection  was  believed  to  have  been  a  contaminated  tin  of 
foodstuff.  The  Depa-rtment  investigated  other  suspected  sources  of  infection  and 
carried  out  the  necessary  disinfection  of  the  house  where  the  casos  had  occurred. 

Water  Supplies;  The  new  waterworks  at  Raydon  were  ooirpleted  and  brought  into  use. 
This  is  a  landmark  in  the  Council’s  endeavours  to  provide  a  pure  and  wholesome 
water  supply  for  the  District,  Further  details  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

I  should  like  to  conclude  by  thanking  the  Officers  and  staff  of  the  Council, 
particularly  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Mr.  Good  and  Mr,  Brovm,  for  all  their 
assistance  during  the  year  under  review,  I  am  also  indebted  to  Mr,  Gilbert  who 
has  very  kindly  helped  me  in  the  statistical  calculations  involved  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report.
